administrators talk

RICHMOND — Represen- 
tatives for employees and for the 
administration of the Richmond 
Unified School District take their 
seats at the negotiating table again 
today to try to settle the issue of 
employee salaries for the school 
year that is already half over. 


School district officials had in- 
dicated that they would come to 
the 9:30 a.m. negotiating session, 
now run by a state-appointed 
mediator, with a new offer. 


Officials hope the offer will 
break the stalemate that has pro- 
duced the longest negotiations in 
a decade. 

The topic — the same one that 
has been up for negotiation since 
the fall — is what salaries should 
be for both RUSD teachers and 
non-teaching staff who bargain in 
coalition. 


District representatives said 
they were taking another look to 
see whether any extra money 
could be found in the approx- 
imately $100 million budget. 

But whatever they come up 
with, officials said, it is not likely 
to equal the 6 percent raise cur- 
rently sought by employees. 


“Tt may be zero,’’ Paul Loya, 
the district’s negotiator, said 
about today’s offer. Loya is with 
the Pleasanton law firm of Atkin- 
son, Andelson, Loya, Ruud and 
Roma. 

Loya couldn’t say for sure what 
the district ‘might offer. He said 
only that the budget is being re- 
analyzed for the purpose of put- 
ting something on the table for 
discussion. 

Up to this point, ‘‘the district 
has made no substantive offer,”’ 
said Ernie Ciarrocchi, chief 
negotiator for the United

Teachers union pressure had 
role in official’s resignation

ALBANY — Pressure from 
the teachers union in addition to 
her publicly acknowledged health 
condition played a role in the 
resignation of an Albany school 
board member, The Journal 
learned this week. 

Boardmember Bonnie Cediel 
resigned last Tuesday citing 
health problems. Though it is true 
Cediel suffers from high blood 
pressure, she also apparently 
chose to make her move as a 
result of behind-the-scenes 
pressure from the Albany 
Teachers Association over an un- 
disclosed personnel matter. 

School district officials will not 
say much about the ATA’s in- 
volvement in Cediel’s resignation. 
“T can’t comment on that aspect 
of the resignation,’’ said 
Superintendent J. Dale Hudson, 
who added that it involved a per- 
sonnel matter. 

In an interview. after she of- 
ficially announced her resignation 
from the five-member school 
board last week, Cediel, 46, 
would neither confirm nor. deny 
that pressure from the ATA was a 
significant factor in her decision 


to resign. 
A teachers association member, 
however, confirmed that his 


group played a part in getting 
Cediel to resign. 

“The ATA’s official position 
on the resignation is one of no 
comment,’’ said Gene Davis, who 
just finished his term as ATA 
president. 

“We recognize that the resigna- 
tion came as a result of a very 
delicate and trying situation. We 
know that she did what she felt 
she had to,’’ Davis said. 

Asked if he could confirm that 
his union played a significant role 
in Cediel’s decision to resign, 
Davis said the ATA had played 
“‘some role.’” 

During the interview following 
her resignation, Cediel said she 
“had considered leaving the 
board before the teachers associa- 
tion got mad at me.’’ 


“Whether this or something 
else, the stresses were significant 
enough that it reached a point 
that any stress from any direction 
would have done me in.”’ 

Because of high blood pressure, 
Cediel served about 10 months of 
the four-year term to which she 
was elected last April. 

“‘T did not anticipate such stress 
on the board,”’ she said. ‘‘I don’t 
think anyone should be subjected 
to the stress that either the board 
or teachers have felt over the past 
year.”’ 

Cediel was referring to difficult 
contract negotiations and a 
teacher work slowdown, among 
other events. 

Asked about ATA pressure as a 
factor in Cediel’s resignation, 
Boardmember Gayle Tapscott 
said she would agree with 


whatever Cediel herself had to say 
about it. 

“*She has had some health pro- 
blems; that’s enough (of a reason 
to resign) given the pressure we’ve 
been under on the _ board,’’ 
Tapscott said. 


Boardmember Sally Outis said 
that from talking with Cediel 
about her resignation, which 
board members were told about 
before Cediel’s public statement, 
she ‘‘didn’t know what role if 
any’? ATA influence played in 
Cedijel’s decision. 

Cediel was the first person to 
resign from the school board 
sincd 1981. 

She once taught in the Albany 
schools herself and previously 
served an entire term on the

EI Cerrito picks firm to 
develop retail, housing

EL CERRITO — The City 
Council named its choice of seven 
developers who promise to turn a 
rundown block near Del Norte 
BART into a paradise of housing 
and retail. 

IBEX Group, a collection of 
Bay Area architects, contractors 
and engineers, won the contest to 
develop the block east of San 
Pablo Avenue between Wall and 
Knott streets. 

They promised to provide the 
city with the most revenue. 

IBEX and the other competitors 
bombarded City Council 
members at the Monday meeting 
with degrees from prestigious 
schools, colorful drawings, 
awards and vows of commitment 
to low-income groups. But the 
council members were thinking of 
the city’s pocketbook. 

It voted 3 to 1 for IBEX, which 
had proposed the largest amount

of commercial space and will br- 
ing in the most revenue for the ci- 
ty. Mayor Jean Siri abstained. 

IBEX will initially cost the city 
a $1 million subsidy, but Coun- 
cilmember Bob Bacon reasoned, 
“You get what you pay for.’’ 

About a year and a half ago, 
Patrick O’ Keeffe, executive direc- 
tor of El Cerrito’s Redevelopment 
Agency, suggested that the block 
east of San Pablo between Wall 
and Knott streets be transformed 
into an apartment complex. 


On that block were the Silver 
Dollar Restaurant, the Bay Bridge 
Motel, a bar, a PG&E office 
building and three vacant lots. 

O’Keeffe said the buildings are 
in poor condition and magnets 
for crime. 

And, the city is looking for new 
development that will increase 
property tax revenue. 

O’Keeffe sent out requests for 
proposals, and seven developers

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Man robs El Cerrito bank and flees

EL CERRITO — An Ameri- 
can Savings and Loan was held 
up Feb, 28 by a man who claim- 
ed to be carrying a gun in a 
paper bag. 

The suspect, described in the 
police report as a 5-foot-9, 
white male, between 38 and 40 
and weighing 190 pounds, 
escaped with $3,644. 

According to the El Cerrito 
police, at approximately 1:37 
p.m. a man wearing a brown- 
checkered long-sleeve shirt and 
a light brown golf hat walked 
up to one of the seven tellers on 
duty. ‘‘Don’t ‘move, I have a 
gun inside the bag,’’ he said. 
“Give me all your money.” 

After putting the money in 


the bag, the suspect exited 
through the west door and 
walked north on San Pablo 
Avenue, according to police, 
where the victim saw him get 
into the passenger side of a late 
model Toyota Tercel. 


The car drove up San Pablo 
and then made a right turn 
heading east on Fairmount 
Avenue. The teller did not see 
who was driving the car, police 
said. 


Det. William Guggemos of 
the El Cerrito Police Depart- 
ment said the robber ‘‘ap- 
peared to have waited for the 
bank to empty.’’ 

There was only one customer 
and 12 bank personnel present 
when the robbery occurred, 
most of whom were unaware 


of what 
police said. 
The only two witnesses to 


was taking place, 


-the crime, the victim and the 


teller next to him, were unable 
to give. the police a good 
description. 

The El Cerrito police are 
working with the FBI on the 
case. They hope to use the 
photographs from the bank’s 
camera to identify the robber. 

Det. Guggemos said he ex- 
pects it may not be difficult to 
catch the suspect since ‘‘a lot 
of times a bank robber does 
not do just one bank but robs 
several.’’ 

He also said the FBI has a 90 
to 95 percent success rate in 
bank robbery cases. If caught, 
the suspect will be prosecuted 
under federal statutes.

The area needs 150 percent of 
normal rainfall to bring the dis- 
trict’s reservoirs up to normal 
levels, according to EBMUD offi- 
cials. 

But the National Weather Ser- 
vice said that there is a 55 percent 
chance that March, normally the 
state’s wettest month, could be as 
dry as February. February rain- 
fall was less than half of normal. 

EBMUD’s current water con- 
servation plan is aimed at a dis- 
trict-wide cutback of 25 percent. 
To achieve that goal, any house- 
hold using more than 200 gallons 
a day pays higher water rates. 

Residential customers in the 
district responded to the conser- 
vation plan last summer by reduc- 
ing water use by more than 35 
percent. Customers other than 
single-family residences cut water 
consumption by only slightly 
more than the district’s 19.6 per- 
cent goal. 

Although district golf courses 
met irrigation goals, large

homeowner associations and big 
municipal parks generally did 
not, EBMUD officials said. 

Still, the overall district reduc- 
tion last year has helped. 


“Last year’s conservation has 
enabled us to face cutbacks less 
than other districts are now fac- 
ing,” said Sanford Skaggs, presi- 
dent of the EBMUD Board of Di- 
rectors. 


Skaggs was referring to conser- 
vation plans in nearby districts 
that call for as much as 45 percent 
cutbacks. In Marin, for example, 
water customers are taking shor- 
ter showers and not flushing 
toilets in order to avoid stiff fines 
for not reducing water use by 35 
percent. Marin has also limited 
new water hookups, the only Bay 
Area county to do so. 


Although East Bay customers 
have reduced their water use, 
Contra Costa residents argue that 
they have borne the brunt of the 
conservation drive. Lafayette 
Councilmember Richard Holmes 
said that the district’s drought 
rates amount to “‘social engineer- 
ing”’ that penalizes people living 
in wealthier areas.

water schedule was shameful in its 
inequality to warm-weather 
areas,’’ Holmes said. 

The conservation rates are de- 
signed to recover money lost by 
the district because of lower water 
use and also to pay for drought- 
related measures like education 
programs and buying Yuba 
County water. 


The Yuba County water would 
get to the East Bay through the 
Delta, meaning it would be lower 
quality than water the district gets 
directly from the Sierra Moun- 
tains. Still, EBMUD would have 
to pay Sierra rates for the 60,000 
acre-feet of water. Those rates 
average about $27 more per acre- 
foot than for Delta water. 


Although three drought years 
in a row are unique in California 
in the 20th century, EBMUD 
General Manager Jerome Gilbert 
said this year may not be the end 
of the dry spell. 


“The odds of having a fourth 
year of drought are the same as 
they were of having a third year,”’ 
he said. ‘‘Each year stands on its 
own. The fact that we’ve had 
three in a row doesn’t mean we’re 
less likely to have a fourth.”’

Buckhorn plan sparks lively debate

OAKLAND — It was late and it 
was raining. Already four hours 
of public testimony with 52 
speakers had taken place that 
afternoon. But that didn’t 
dissuade about 250 people who 
attended the evening hours of a 
final marathon environmental 
hearing on the proposed 
Buckhorn Dam. They were fresh 
and ready for battle. 

““‘We Want Good Water. We 
Want Sierra Water,’’ ‘“‘Buckhorn 
Dam Breeds Urban Sprawl,’ 
“For Our Children Build 
Buckhorn,’’ ‘‘Save the Snake.’’ 
Warring placards greeted at- 
tendees of the March 7 meeting at 
the Oakland Convention Center 
and drew the lines for this lengthy 
environmental debate over the 
East Bay Municipal Utility 
District’s controversial proposal. 

The plan, a 145,000-acre-foot, 
$190 million reservoir in the Con- 
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tra Costa hills between Moraga 
and Castro Valley was narrowly 
approved by voters last 
November. 

Supporters say it is what the 
East Bay needs to meet its grow- 
ing water needs. But opponents 
fear it will only fuel growth in the 
area while causing irreparable 
ecological harm. 

A final vote by EBMUD’s 
board of directors cannot take 
place until the environmental im- 
pact report is approved. 

Wearing bright yellow stickers 
that read ‘‘Stop Buckhorn Reser- 
voir,’’ opponents heavily 
outweighed supporters among the 
audience and speakers of Tues- 
day’s meeting. 

Representatives from the state 
Department of Fish and Game, 
Citizens Opposed to Buckhorn 
Dam, the Sierra Club and Earth 
First! took turns at the podium 
with groups including Home- 
owners for Water and People’s 
Alliance for Increased Local 
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Storage (PAILS). 

Included on the opposing team 
were many Castro Valley 
residents concerned over the 
heavy increase of truck traffic 
through their area should con- 
struction begin. 

Armed with letters, memos and 
reports of their own, critics of the 
environmental report said it is in- 
sufficient and does not address 
alternatives to the dam. 


Lynn Wixom of the Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game addressed 
énvironmental concerns including 
the effect on the lower 
Mokelumne River of water 
diverted to the proposed dam. 

And he echoed Buckhorn’s 
critics who claim the dam will 
destroy habitats of endangered 
species like the rainbow trout, the 
Alameda striped racer snake and 
several native plants. 


Don Vincent from Citizens Op- 
posed to Buckhorn Dam read a 
letter signed by 30 local officials 
including, Rep. Ron Dellums (D- 
Berkeley), Assemblyman Tom 
Bates and Berkeley, El Cerrito 
and Albany mayors. 


The letter, a last ditch effort to 
postpone the vote, urged EB- 
MUD directors to consider shar- 
ing the planned Los Vaqueros 
Reservoir with Contra Costa 
County’s water district. Vincent 
further suggested that EBMUD 
continue to consider other water 
marketing alternatives. 

“The EIR places too little faith 
on conservation,’”’ said Mike 
Vandeman. ‘‘Why, last year EB- 
MUD got more than a 30 percent 
reduction (in water use) just by 
asking.”’ 


Supporters of the dam were un- 
daunted. Jerry Rose of 
Homeowners for Water took the 
podium and held the EIR report 
up for view. 

“‘This represents three years of 
work and it’s the size of the L.A. 
telephone directory,’’ he said. ‘‘If 
it was twice this size they’d still 
find something wrong with it. I 
think it’s an outstanding piece of 
work.”’ 

Jeanne Pavao of Walnut Creek 
accused opponents of the dam for 
“using EBMUD as a growth con- 
trol mechanism. Land planning 
should be left up to the city and 
county.”’ 


Amara Witcher said the 
resevoir would be an enhance- 
ment to the site. 

Response from the EBMUD 
directors was limited. Mike 
Howell, true to his group Earth 
First!’s form, listed unusual water 
saving measures he felt EBMUD 
should follow. 


“Shut down Chevron (oil 
refinery) by denying them water. 
That way they won’t be able to 
wash their wastes into 
Richmond.”’ 

Board president Sanford 
Skaggs who supports the 
Buckhorn project blew his nose. 

“Thank you for your com- 
ment,’’ said Howell. Skaggs 
laughed. ‘“‘It was unintended but 
heartfelt,’’ he responded. 

EBMUD directors Walter 
McLean and John Gioia join 
Skaggs in his support while Helen 
Burke and Nancy Nadel are op- 
posed.

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Tax proposed to fix 
Kensington’s roads

KENSINGTON — Residents 
may have to pitch in $4 a month if 
they want to park their cars on 
better roads. 

Contra Costa County Public 
Works Director Michael Walford 
brought his parcel tax idea to 
Kensington residents at a Thurs- 
day night meeting last week. If 
each household were to pay $4 a 
month, he said, Kensington 
would have $100,000 a year. 

That amount would buy the 


- replacement of two or three Kens- 


ington streets a year, he said. 

Walford spoke at the annual 
Kensington Property Owners 
Association meeting. After 
describing recent cutbacks on sate 
funding, he read off a list of 12 
Kensington streets that need 
replacement and many more that 
need repair. 

If Kensingtonians are taxed for 
road maintenance, Walford add- 
ed, the money would be spent on- 
ly in Kensington. 

“It’s going to be right here 
where they put their feet and 
tires,’’ he said. 

Local taxes levied for specific 
local purposes may be the wave of 
the future. Since 1978, when 
California voters approved a 
massive reduction in property 
taxes, cities and counties have 
been struggling for revenue to pay 
for street maintenance and other 
services. 

Residents in many communities 
have started to tax themselves, 
and a California poll showed that 
71 percent of Californians sup- 
port local taxes for specific com- 
munity needs. 

Walford said he wouldn’t sub- 
mit a parcel tax to the county 
board of supervisors unless he felt 
the community supported it.

Before county supervisors vote 
to tax Kensington residents, 
Walford added, they will first 
notify all households subject to 
the tax and hold a public hearing. 

But all this may not be 
necessary. If one of two bills now 
in the state assembly passes, 
Kensingtonians may not need the 
parcel tax. 

A bill sponsored by 
Assemblyman Quentin Kopp (I- 
San Francisco) would increase the 
state gas tax to 10 cents a gallon 
and the weight fee for trucks 30 
percent. Kopp’s bill would bring 
in $16 billion within 10 years, 
Walford said. 


Assemblyman Richard Katz 
(D-Los Angeles) has sponsored 
another bill that would raise the 
gas tax to 5 cents, then increase it 
by a cent a year. 

It also calls for a 30 percent 
weight fee increase for trucks. 
Walford said it would bring in 
$23 billion in 10 years. 

“If we can get Katz’s bill in 
there, we won’t need the tax,”’ he 
said. 

A few residents said at the 
meeting that they would support 
the parcel tax. 

“Forty-eight dollars is a 
bargain,’’ said Nick Day. ‘‘I’d be 
willing to pay six times that.”’ 

Day said he spends $250 a year 
to replace worn tires and shock 
absorbers. 

But Jackie Klaasen pointed out 
that Kensington residents already 
pay high property taxes. When 
she asked if some of those taxes 
could be used for roads, Walford 
laughed. 

“Tt’s not realistic,’’ he said. 

At their weekly meetings, the 
county board of supervisors look 
out at a room full of people 
rooting for children’s shelters, 
not better roads, he said.

A university of California at 
San Francisco study found that 
many gay men would avoid seek- 
ing help for venereal disease or 
possible AIDS-related symptoms 
if AIDS antibody tests and repor- 
ting of results were required for 
treatment. 

The study is reported in the let- 
ters section of the March 3 issues 
of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

“Proposals have been made 
that positive test results be 
reported to public health officials 
and that testing be required for 
specific health care services,’’ said 
Susan Kegeles, a health 
psychologist at the UCSF Center 
for AIDS Prevention Studies. 
“However, this may draw people 
away from testing because of con- 


cerns about loss of health in- 


surance and discrimination.”’ 


The study questioned 574 gay 
men, most of whom had already 
been tested for the AIDS an- 
tibody. Only 31 percent of the 
respondents said they would be 
tested when seeking treatment for 
AIDS or ARC if health officials 
would learn the results. Ninety- 
three percent said they would con- 
sent to the test if results remained 
confidential. 

The study further found that 
only 11 percent of gay men seek- 
ing venereal disease testing would 
also take an AIDS antibody test if 
public health officials learned the 
outcome. 

Sixty percent would avoid 
treatment for venereal disease if 
AIDS testing were called for. The

The suit calls for the superior 
court to give nursing home pa- 
tients the rights of informed con- 
sent, under which the patients or 
their relatives must be told of the 
drug given and its side effects and 
then may decide whether or not to 
use it, according to a Golden Gate 
University School of Law news 
release. 

Morton Cohen, the attorney 
handling the suit and a professor 
at the law school, argues that 
nursing home patients should en- 
joy the same rights as voluntarily 
hospitalized mentally ill patients 
and other hospitalized patients,

guaranteeing them informed 
consent. 
Cohen charges that certain 


anti-psychotic drugs are prescrib- 
ed by nursing homes as a form of 
“chemical restraint’’ to limit 
physical activitiy in residents. 
Such a practice reduces the 
number of staff members needed 
and therefore the amount of 
money spent by the home on their 
care. 

The suit alleges that one nurs- 
ing home resident, Harry 
Wiedenkofer, died Nov. 23, 1987 
of pneumonia after having been 


Disabled may be 
eligible for toll 
fare discounts 


Golden Gate Bridge officials 
say people whose disabilities pre- 
vent them from riding public 
transit may be eligible for an iden- 
tification card which would enti- 
tle them to a $1 toll fare. 

The basic toll was raised from 
$1 to $2 a day Jan. 2. 

Disabled people may currently 
tide public transit for half the 
normal fare but are not eligible 
for a discount on both public 
transportation and toll fare. 

An applicant for the discount 
must obtain certification from his 
or her doctor stating that the in- 
dividual’s condition prevents 
comfortable ridership on the tran- 
sit service.

administered increasingly large 
doses of Haldol, an anti- 
psychotic drug with ‘‘extensive 
and often serious’’ side effects. 

First given the drug a month 
before his death, Wiedenkofer ex- 
hibited symptoms associated with 
those side effects, but his dosage 
was nevertheless increased until 
he was routinely receiving more 
than twice the recommended 
amount three days before his 
death. 

Wiedenkofer’s daughter, Don- 
na Gilmour, contends that he and 
his family were never told of the 
drug’s possible side effects and 
believed it was only a sleeping 
medication. 

Even when she spoke to nurses 
at the home she was not told 


about the drugs being ad- 
ministered and believed that her 
father was deteriorating for 
reasons not related to his treat- 
ment. Only later did she learn that 
pneumonia and other symptoms 
displayed by her father are often 
associated with the use of Haldol, 
especially in the elderly. 

According to Cohen, Haldol 
and other anti-psychotic drugs 
with debilitating side effects are 
frequently prescribed to nursing 
home patients. Considering that 
current California nursing home 
residents number 105,000 and 
that the elderly population grows 
by 10 percent annually, Cohen 
argues that patients should be en- 
titled to full information and con- 
sent about their treatment.

Teachers of Richmond. 

Earlier district proposals — 
such as putting 50 percent of 
whatever money came available 
from state Proposition 98 funds 
toward salaries — was too uncer- 
tain, Ciarrocchi said. 

It is not known how much 
money might come to the district, 
he said, and if funds do arrive, it 
isn’t clear that they could be used 
for salaries. 

A similar uncertainty lies with 
about $5 million in state Title V 
desegregation funds recently ap- 
proved for the district. 

That money is earmarked for 
desegregation programs and 
could only help the cause of 
salaries where the funds cover 
some expenses now paid out of 
the district’s regular budget.

Continued from front page 
school board 10 years ago when 
she was elected. 

She currently works as a com- 
pensatory education coordinator 
at a school in the neighboring 
Richmond Unified School 
District. She has two sons atten- 
ding school in Albany. 

Although Cediel and others 
declined to discuss details of the 
resignation at least in part 
because sensitive personnel mat-

“The bitterness and lack of 
trust that have pervaded the 
district’? since the time she first 
sat on the board are readily ap- 
parent, Cediel said. 

Despite the aspects of district 
relations that she called ‘‘pretty 
awful,’’ Cediel reiterated her 
earlier public statements that her

to justify using desegregation 
funds,’’ Loya said. 

District employees began this 
school year with a 4 percent salary 
increase that was agreed upon last 
year. They also received a one- 
time payment equal to 1.7 percent 
of their pay as part of an earlier 
arbitration award. 

Ciarrocchi said since the time 
of that arbitration award, the 
distict has not yet made good on 
all the raises employees should 
have had. 

‘“‘We’re a year behind in salary 
increases,’’ he said. ‘‘We’re still 
trying to catch up.’”’ 

That’s in part why, in addition 
to what was agreed on last year, 
employees asked for a 6 percent 
raise in their salary schedule when 
negotiations reopened in the fall. 


Loya disagrees that employees 
have fallen behind in salary in- 


colleagues on the school board 
typify the talents and strengths 
found throughout the district. 

“Most of us (board members) 
have worked together on civic 
projects for years,’’ she said. 

She also praised district ad- 
ministrators, saying, ‘‘we have 
some outstanding people working 
in the district office. We’re lucky 
to have people as good as they 
are.”’ 

As for the teachers union, she 
said she hopes its newly elected 
leadership will work with the 
board to makes its new policy on 
goal-setting a success. 

That policy involves a more 
thorough, open procedure for 
soliciting comments directly from 
teachers during the budgeting 
process. 

She also said she ‘‘would hope 
that the ATA would reach out to 
teachers as a way of improving its 
own status in the district’? and 
take advantage of the school 
board’s latest efforts to get 
teacher input. 

The school board is now in the 
process of appointing someone 
from the community to take 
Cediel’s place. 

Board members receive a sti- 
pend of $192 per month for 
developing district policies and 
for attending two regularly 
scheduled board meetings each 
month.

creases. ‘‘It’s difficult to say 
they’ve fallen behind in terms of 
district revenue.’’ 

He said that employee salaries 
have gone up at a greater rate 
than the official state cost of liv- 
ing adjustment since the time of 
the arbitration award. 

In addition, the district has 
committed a greater percentage of 
revenue to salaries than it is tak- 
ing in, he said. 

One of the reasons employees 
want a 6 percent raise is to achieve 
“parity”? with Superintendent 
Walter Marks who got a 6 percent 
raise from the school board last 
July, Ciarrocchi said. 

He also said 1.7 percent of the 
amount asked is ‘‘almost a no- 
cost item’’ because employees 
already received it as a one-time 
payment with their paychecks in 
the fall. 

Loya said making the one-time 
payment a permanent part of the 
salary schedule would cost the 
district another $1.5 million next 
year alone. 

Comparing employee pay 
scales with what is earned by the 
superintendent is like ‘‘talking ap- 
ples and oranges,”’ he said. 

Both teachers and classified 
employees have built-in ways of 
moving up the pay scale while the 
superintendent’s salary is left up 
to the discretion of the school 
board, he said. 

However automatic their in- 
crease, teachers who reach the top 
of the district’s pay scale, those 
who have master’s degrees and 
the greatest amount of ex- 
perience, say they rank 19th out 
of 20 comparable California 
school districts in salary. Ciarroc- 
chi says it is time to change that. 

If no agreement is reached with 
the help of the mediator, the par- 
ties involved will begin a fact- 
finding process with an arbitrator 
agreed to by both sides. 

The state mediator came to the 


district when an impasse in 
negotiations was declared in 
January.

EL CERRITO — St. Joseph 
Coach Frank La Porte was his 
usual somber self before the 
North Coast Section final at Cal 
State Hayward March 5. But he 
had one big question on his mind:

Well, he tried everything, but 
the Pilots ultimately couldn’t stop 
either player. Youngblood led all 
scorers with’ 31 points and 
Nakamura had 10 assists as El 
Cerrito beat St. Joseph 58-50 
before a_ sell-out crowd at 
Hayward State. 

El Cerrito Head Coach Chris 
Huber had said his team was go- 
ing to try to ‘‘contain (Calvin) 
Byrd and (Jason) Kidd.

The Gauchos did just that.

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Tips for grazing at Film Festival 


An international smorgasboard of movies

Browsing through the San 
Francisco International Film 
Festival’s program guide is like 
shopping at Macy’s: so many 
things look appealing that you 
end up totally confused and walk 
out empty-handed. 


Here, then, is a little guide for 
the perplexed — a highly subjec- 
tive and biased one, I’ll be the 
first to admit. 

Festival films come in two 
kinds: those that are soon to come 
into general release and those 
esoteric items you ’Il never hear of 
again. Where else will you find a 
film from Madagascar? 

As for the former, if you need 
to be the first on your block to see 
the latest thing, by all means go. I 
don’t, and I’d just as soon wait 
and see them at my leisure. 


Among the festival entries 
you'll eventually see in theaters 
are The Adventures cf Baron 
Munchausen; Comic Book Con- 
fidential; Dolly, Lotte, and 
Maria; Earth Girls are Easy; Egg; 
Let’s Get Lost; Painted Faces; 
Project A II; Rouge and 
Thelonius Monk: Straight No 
Chaser. 


Of the few dozen others, I’ve 
selected a handful and divided 
them into three groups: films by 
well-known directors or based on 
work by well-known authors; 
films dealing with World War II 
(I warned you this selection would 
be subjective and biased); and 
miscellaneous. 

In the famous directorsauthors 
group is Ashik Kerib, from the 
Soviet Union. It is co-directed by 
Sergei Parajanov, whose 
Shadows of Our Forgotten 
Ancestors is a cult favorite. The 
plot is from a story by 19th- 
century Romantic poet Mikhail 
Lermontov. 

Two films are based on works 
by Gabriel Garcia Marques: 
Spain’s Fable of the Beautiful 
Pigeon Fancier, directed by 
Brazil’s Ruy Guerra, and Letters 
from the Park, a Spanish-Cuban 
production by Tomas Gutierrez 
Alea. 

Novelist Isaac Bashevis Singer 
inspired Belgium’s AHistoires 
d’Amerique: Food, Family and 
Philosophy, directed by Chantal 
Akerman and set in New York. 

Jan Troell is represented by 


Land of Dreams, a three-hour . 


documentary about his native 


Souza art is 
on exhibit at 
Matrix Gallery 


Eight paintings by Al Souza will 
be on view through April 9 in the 
Matrix Gallery. 

Using vibrant, transparent 
lines, Souza layers multiple found 
images borrowed from unex- 
pected sources. For example, he 
has overlaid a math book illustra- 
tion of boys swimming with a 
weather map describing storm 
conditions which in turn was 
overlaid with Japanese instruc- 
tions on the use of a flush toilet. 

Souza takes images aimed at a 
narrowly defined audience and 
seeks access to them through new 
(and often amusing) associations. 
In Private Dancer (1988), for ex- 
ample, he replicates one of 
Posada’s cavaleras prints, a 
scenario in which suitor-skeletons 
dance before waitress-skeletons. 

Illustrating particular Mexican 
attitudes about death, Posada’s 
image was initially intended for 
people from a particular culture. 
Nevertheless, its combination of 
joy and grief can be appreciated 
when seen in contrast to Euro- 
pean attitudes, especially about 
death as catastrophe, suggested 
by detail of an apocalyptic explo- 
sion from Durer, which Souza 
uses to embellish Posada’s scene. 

Active interpretation is a key to 
Souza’s work, as is active ques- 
tioning of assumptions about 
meaning, audience and context. 

Souza lives and teaches in 
San Diego. He received a degree 
in civil engineering from the 
University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst before taking his 
M.F.A. at the School of Visual 
Arts in New York in 1972. 

The artist will give a talk on his 
work on April 7 at noon in the 
Matrix Gallery.

The San Francisco Film Festival runs 
through March 19, with several films be- 
ing screened at Berkeley's Pacific Film 
Archive, Schedules are available in the 
daily papers or by calling 931-FILM. 


Sweden. I saw Troell’s Here is 
Your Life at a long-ago SF Film 
Festival, and it remains one of my 
most memorable film exper- 
iences. His better-known The 
Emigrants was also splendid. 


The Man Who Mistook His 
Wife for a Hat, psychologist 
Oliver Sacks’ best-seller, has been 
made into something the program 
guide labels a ‘‘neurological 
opera.’’ You figure it out. 


Finally, the Soviet Union’s A 
Nasty Story, based on Dostoyev- 
sky, is another one of those 
previously suppressed films (it 
was made in 1965) that are just 
now beginning to surface. 


In the World War II category, 
China’s Evening Bell is a battle 
story set at the end of the war. 
Germany’s Images of the World 
and the Inscription of War ap- 
pears to be a kind of documentary 


dealing with aerial photography 
and the fact that Auschwitz, 
though photographed by 
American reconnaissance, was 
not recognized as significant. 


The American documentary 
Lodz Ghetto makes use of 
recently-discovered Nazi color 
slides of the infamous Polish 
ghetto and Swing Under the 
Swastika is about the Nazi sup- 
pression of jazz. 


It plays with Rosa von 
Praunheim’s Dolly, Lotte and 
Maria, a documentary about 
women who fled the Nazis. 
Voices from the Attic is an ac- 
count of six Americans’ visit to 
the attic where their relatives hid 
during the war. 


Not to be missed: the tribute to 
Joseph L. Mankiewicz, writer and 
director of such classics as A// 
About Eve, A Letter to Three 
Wives, Guys and Dolls and many 
more (nine of them will be shown 
at the festival). 

Fritz Lang’s epic Die 
Nibelungen, with restored prints 
and live organ accompaniment of 
the newly-restored original score, 
will be a special achievement for 
the Film Festival — and for you, 
too, if you can sit through each 
segment’s 140 minutes.

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New ‘People Movers’ stole the auto show

General Motors has been show- 
ing us the future with its concept 
cars for several years now. At the 
789 Los Angeles and Detroit Auto 
Shows last month, GM’s new 
production family vans were un- 
veiled eight months ahead of their 
scheduled introduction date. 

GM’s new ‘‘People Movers’’- 
were one of the show’s highlights. 

Vans have been one of the 
hottest items from Ford and 
Chrysler but now Pontiac, Olds- 
mobile and Chevrolet have their 
new van series for the 90s. Their 
radical design has been adopted 
to set them apart from the current 
market models while their con- 
struction systems have brought 
new materials and methods onto 
the automotive scene. 

Based on the futuristic Trans 
Sport Pontiac van, which has 
been touring the show circuit 
since 1986, the new GM vans were 
designed under the GM200 pro- 
gram and are intended to replace 
the Chevrolet Astro, which has 
carried the van sector for GM. 

The enormous sales of Chrys- 
ler’s Voyager and Caravan model 
vans and the success of Ford’s 
Aerostar no doubt encouraged 
GM to build a series of interesting 
futuristic vans. Using basically 
the same front wheel drive plat- 
form but with a variety of eng- 
ines, the divisions have styled the 
vans to maintain the ‘“‘division 
look.”’ 

Chevrolet has named its model 
the Lumina AFV; Pontiac’s is 
called the Trans Sport; and 
Oldsmobile has the Silhouette. 
Although the same basic glas-

shouse has been used, the Chev- 
rolet is the least futuristic-looking 
of the group. Using a front-wheel 
drive platform, the body is clad in 
technically-advanced body panels 
and has advanced design and sub- 
structure. 


Fiberglass catches on 


All exterior panels, except for 
the fenders and fascias, are 
fiberglass-reinforced composite 
materials. The fenders and fascias 
are made of more flexible reinfor- 
ced reaction injection molding 
plastic (RRIM) for more resilient 
everyday use. 

This method has allowed GM 
to design shapes which can’t be 
easily stamped from sheet metal. 
It also provides substantial weight 
savings and better fit and finish. 
All-up weight is around 1,568 ki- 
lograms. 

The Corvette body has always 
been fiberglass, so plastics are 
nothing new to Detroit. This body 
building ‘system, using RRIM 
plastic to make large panels, had 
been mooted for years, but only 
Pontiac’s Fiero and some of 
Ford’s Aerostars have so far been 
successfully done. Now the 
method has finally reached regu- 
lar use for all major body panels 
of a vehicle.
